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Altern ative 
birth methods 
gain popularity

When Rita Culbertson discovered she was pregnant, her first reaction was 
fear. 

“I wanted a child,’ said the 25-year-old Ontario woman, ‘“‘but I was 
scared. I associated birth with pain, white coats and being strapped to a 
table.” 

So she began reading everything she could find on childbirth methods, 
particularly on alternatives to the traditional hospital setting. 

“T talked to a girlfriend who had her baby at home,”’ she recalled, sitting 
cross-legged on a living-room couch. ‘‘My first thought was ‘how unsafe,’ 
but she was really enthusiastic. After I heard more about it, I thought it 
began to sound pretty neat.’ 

Culbertson ended up joining the growing ranks of women who dre opting 
to have their children in the comfort of their own home or in the home-like 
setting of a birth center, away from the cold, sterile environment — and 
life-saving equipment — of a hospi tal. 

Culbertson shares the same ardent fervor regarding alternative birth as 
many other families who have had their children in a more natural setting. 

Proponents of non-hospital births cite advantages such as inclusion of the 
entire family, less stressful surroundings, freedom from hospital-induced 
infections and over-zealous doctors and a relaxed, joyous atmosphere. 

Others, including several professional organizations and ‘‘the medical es- 
tablishment,’’ have unequivocally stated their disapproval of the method. 
The most common objection is one of safety, and the difficulty of predicting 
when a mother or child might desperately need the special assistance 
available only at a medical facility. 

‘We've dealt with the aftermath of some of their disasterous results,” 
said Montclair gynecologist Dr. William W. Filler Jr. “The reason I don't 
want to deliver babies at home is not because I’m a mean guy or that I’m op- 
posed to family involvement. The question is safety — and anyone who says 
differently is either ignorant or lying.”’ 

Filler, a recent past president of the California Association of 
Obstetricians and Gynecologists Inc., said he is strongly in favor of 
humanizing the birth process — but remains violently opposed to home 
birth. 

This conflict between established medicine and the handful of doctors 
who choose to deliver at home is mushrooming into a major issue. 

“] think our right to alternative childbirth is being threatened,” said an 
indignant Culbertson. “‘They are putting pressure on the doctors that will 
deliver in the homes. When I decided that’s what I wanted, I had to go to 
Azusa to find someone who believed in home births.” 

Culbertson was referred by a friend to 41-year-old Dr. Hai Abdul, director 
of the Foothill Center for Gentle Birth. 

Abdul received a doctor of medicine degree from the University of 
Southern California in 1973. A short, balding man with bushy white 
sideburns, Abdui estimates he has delivered more than 4,000 babies since 
that time. 

His birth center takes up an entire wing in an Azusa office building. The 
waiting room is richly decorated with wooden furniture and dozens of color 
pictures depicting some of the births Abdul has attended. One shows a young 
boy in open-mouthed fascination as he watches the head of his new sibling 
emerging from his mother. 

The waiting room is nearly always filled with pregnant women, many who 
arrive with their husbands. Abdul said- much of his business is repeat 
customers.

Perhaps the most distinctive aspect of Abdul’s office are the four birth 
rooms, each with a theme of its own 

The Oasis room is hung with drapes from the ceiling, comfortable couches 
and a small aquarium. The Garden Room has a green house at one end and a 
brass bed: Oak Haven sports heavy, wooden furniture. The door to the Coun- 
try Room was closed with a sign — ‘‘Birth in progress.” 

Each room is equipped with a small video camera trained on the bed. The 
image is transmitted downstairs to Abdul’s office, where he can keep an eye 
on women in labor before it is time to assist them. 


The doctor said about half of all his deliveries take place in the birth 
center, and another quarter are in the parents’ homes. 

Until recently, the last quarter of his deliveries were in a lecal hospital — 
until those privileges were taken away from him. 

Abdul has become somewhat of a controversial figure himself. Last week 
the family of a young woman whose child was stillborn filed a multi-million 
dollar suit against the doctor. The mother also suffered brain damage 
following a severe case of toxemia. 

Abdul agrees that the young woman was under his care, but that the 
problems developed following her last appointment with him. 

He said the woman's boyfriend contacted him when she was taken to the 
hospital 

‘I called, but the physician (in charge) would not take my orders,”’ he 
said. ‘‘As far as I'm concerned she was given inadequate treatment at the 
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Azusa birth center to provide a more home-like setting for patients.’ hp 
Both are unwilling participants in the controversy over the safety of - 
home births versus hospital births. 


Abdul said he has been harassed by the medical community, and ‘na: 
longer has privileges to practice at any of the local hospitals. 


He worked at Glendora Community Hospital for several years, but said he 
was told ‘“‘he couldn’t continue’ because his practices ran counter to public . 
health laws. 

Richard Forrester, administrator of the hospital, said he could not discuss 
the specifics of Abdul's case due to privacy laws, but said the doctor lett 
voluntarily, 

‘To my knewlege, no one here removed his staff privileges or asked him 
to leave,’ said Forrester. ‘‘We certainly do not have any objections to alter- 
native birthing — it is cost-saving, and when done in a proper, safe enviren- 
ment that has life-saving equipment, is a viable alternative.” 

Abdul said he lost his privileges at a second hospital two weeks ago, and 
now may not offer his patients the option of a hospital delivery unless they, 
go to another doctor. 

Abdul is not qualified to be the principle surgeon during a Caesarean see- 
tion as he did not complete the requirements needed to be considered an 
obstetrician-gynecologist. 


He is proud of his statistics — only 2.7 percent of his births are by 5 
Cc aesarean and he has a perinatal mortality rate of about 8 percent. 
“That's half of the national figures,” he said. 
He agreed that the numbers may in part be influenced by the fact most of 
his patients are healthy with no expectation of problems. Mothers who mays

After years of planning, dreaming 
and scraping together funds, a new 
community center at the Los Olivos 
housing project in Upland has. been 
opened to the public. 

City officials and Los Olivos 
residents gathered at an open house 
Friday to celebrate the event and 
admire the renovated facility. 

Crafts and projects were 
displayed around the new 
gymnasiun, sharing the spotlight 
with a gleaming piece of exercise 
equipment, delivered earlier in the 
week. 

“The community center is going 
to open up all sorts of 
opportunities,’ said Xenia “Sam” 
Szabo, executive director of the 
Upland Housing Authority which 
administrated the project. 
“Opportunities not only for the 
people who live here (in Los Olivos), 
but for other Upland people as 
well.”’ 

The building originally housed one 
recreation. hall, with auxiliary 
offices. It has been expanded to 
include not only the gym, but 
classrooms for a day care center 
and meeting rooms for other groups. 

Szabo said two Bible study groups 
are meeting at the community 
center, plus a story time for 
children, a well baby clinic and 
various other clubs, and 
organizations including Aztlan 
Community Services and the 
Sociedad Progresista Mexicana, an 
Hispanic social organization. 

Even during the open house, one 
room was crowded with women and 
children clustered around a sewing 
machine. 

“They're making curtains for the 
windows, and uniforms for staff 
members,” said Szabo with a smile. 


“‘Bveryone is really excited about- 


this.”’ 

Included among the dignitaries 
invited to the open house was Gus 
Ramos, former executive director 
of the housing authority. 


“This is really Gus’ baby,” said 
Szabo. ‘“‘He was the one-who went 
through all the troubles to get it 
funded. I got it after the hard part 
was done.”’ 

Ramos, now the eastern area 
director for the Riverside Comty 


hospital with undue delay.”

Upland development 
sets aid from council’

A controversial condominium 
development proposed for ‘‘mature 
adults’’ received a much-needed 
helping hand from the Upland Cit¥ 
Council Monday. 


The 186-unit development 
proposed jointly by Lewis Homes of 
California and the Westland Venture 
Company would provide low-cost 
housing to those age 52 and older, 
but in units that fall below minimum 
requirements of the city’s strict 
condominium ordinance. 


Project approval was denied by a 
4-2 vote of the Planning Commission 
in February, when commissioners 
determined the development’s 
shortcomings outweighed its 
offerings. 


The council took a more lenient 
view of the project, the first serious 
challenge to the condominium 
ordinance approved last July. 


They instructed developers to 
meet again with city staff and 
commissioners, after agreeing upon 
some guidelines regarding 
concessions they would be. willing to 
make. 

The most serious objections to the

Cramer bill moves ahead 


A bill by local assemblyman Jim 
Cramer to give longer prison terms 
to ‘‘habitual criminals’’ has been ap- 
proved by the Assembly Criminal 
Justice Committee. 

Cramer aide Loyal Nixon said the 
assemblyman is ‘‘pushing hard for 
the bill,’’ which calls for life terms 
and tighter .parole eligibility for 
violent felony repeaters. 

It would apply to anyone convicted 
of a felony while inflicting — or try- 
ing to inflict — great bodily injury, 
and who has served at least two 
sentences in the prior ten years for 
sexual assaults, murder, voluntary 
manslaughter, armed robbery. kid- 


napping and the like. He would be 
eligible for parole in seven years or 
12 years if he’d had three such prior 
sentences. 


An opponent, Beth Meador of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
said the Committee is ‘‘mistaken to 
automatically assume that someone 
who has committed two or more 
felonies is not susceptible to 
rehabilitation. It (the bill) presup- 
poses that they are not susceptible.”

Mason said that one of the highlights of the festival will be performances 
and clinics by the American River Jazz Choir, directed by Perla Warren, 
from the American Riger College in Sacramento. 

The choir was invited to perform during the festival, Mason said, because 
“T want instrumentalists to know what’s going on in the field of vocal jazz.”’ 
He added that several choral directors, many bringing their choirs, are 
planning to attend the choir’s clinics and performances. 

There will also be clinics for instrumentalists in trumpet, trombone, sax- 
ophone, carinet, piano and drums, Mason said. 

Mason founded the Chaffey College Jazz Festival in 1971, when 37 bands 
competed. ‘We have in Southern California about 25 festivals every year,”’ 
Mason said. ‘‘More than anywhere else in the nation. We have a wealth of 
school and college bands here, the top of which would compare with any of 

















Fair to be held 


Doubt lingers 


on horse races 


The annual San Bernardino County Fair now seems 
assured of being staged in August but doubt still lingers 
over the prospect of June horse racing at the 
fairgrounds 

George Gomes, assistant director of state fairs and 
expositions, told county fair board members and 
Victorville Chamber of Commerce directors Monday 
that his agency will allocate $50,000 to $60,000 for the 
August fair ‘‘provided you do not incur any new debt for 
a racing meet.” 

Gomes said a second condition is that the state fair 

\ allocation isn't reduced in the next state budget. ‘I feel 
. comfortable that won't happen,” he said. 
He said the state will supply its usual $85,000 for the 
3 county fair preparations but will first deduct $25,000, 
plus some interest, from that figure as payment towards 
$135,000 owed the state for a cash advance used to fund 
1980's ‘‘Spring Fling’ horse racing. 

Money that was supposed to be set aside to repay the 
state was allocated to pay employees during the 
meeting. The ‘‘Spring Fling’’ was no rousing success — it 
resulted in in a $378,500 loss for the 28th Agricultural 
District. Gomes said $100,000 that will still be owed the 
state can be repaid over 10 years at 7 or 8 percent 
interest. Payments will range between $17,000 and 
$18,000 yearly and any additional debt can be repaid as 
funds become available. 


The $50,000 or $60,000 the fair board will receive this 
year will represent a 20 percent cut, though he said. ‘In 
essence you will be taking a 20 percent cut in 
expenditures or you will have to generate 20 percent in 
additional revenue.” 


Gomes said recent pledges from anonymous private 
parties totaling $100,000 to finance another horse racing 
meet will not have a bearing on the state's allocation. 


Chamber Manager Dewey Burke said six members of 
the chamber’s executive board was to go to 
Sacramento Tuesday for annual discussions with 
legislators on problems facing the chamber. He said 
they'll probably spend about 60 percent of their time 
trying to find new ways to fund another horse racing 
meet, though 

Financing for a June meet must be found by March 19. 

There have reportedly been suggestions that the race 
and county fair be combined. That would probably mean 
moving the fair from it’s annual August date to June.

Gonstruction costs to remodel the facility were es- 
timated at $15 million to $20 million, figures that made 
the supervisors blanch. 

Ip.February 1978, David C. Merriam, presiding judge 
offthe West Valley Municipal Court, suggested at a Board 
of Supervisors meeting that it might be more practical 
afd Jess costly to build an entirely new court complex 
elsewhere. 

“may be run out of this room,” Merriam said before 
making the suggestion. 

/But the supervisors took him seriously. On Nov. 13, the 
beard — led by later defeated Upland supervisor Joseph 
Kamansky — voted to relocate the courthouse.

Rather than using the 17 acres on the northern boun- 
dary of the park, county officials planned to exchange 
about 15 acres east of the existing park’s boating and 
fishing pond for 15 acres at the corner of Archibald 
Avenue and Fourth Street. 

The park plan brought opposition from local citizens’ 
groups, city and school officials in Ontario and neighbor- 
ing Rancho Cucamonga. 

Opponents of the proposal argued there is not enough 
park land now available in the West End, one of the 
fastest growing areas in the country. To build a 
courthouse on the 80-acre park site would prevent future 
park expansion, they said. 

There was also some concern about “criminal 
elements’? from the courthouse and adjacent jail con- 
taminating youngsters playing in the park. 

“That’s really ridiculous,’ said John Michaelson, 
county administrative analyst. ‘‘As has been pointed out 
in the public hearings, we have trustees helping to main- 
tain the park right now. The ‘criminal element’ is 
already there and we’ve had absolutely no problems.’ 

The jail on the site wouldn’t be housing overnight 
prisoners, Michaelson added, but would be just a holding 
facility for court-bound defendants. 

County officials are pondering new locations for the 
law and justice center. 

Some suggestions have been the Chino Hills, the area 
near the California Institution for Men in Chino and 
areas near state Route 60. 

Michaelson said his office is considering ‘‘a few” alter- 
natives, but declined to disclose what they were. 

‘The problem is, where do you find 15 acres that meet 
all the requirements, such as convenient access, parking 
facilities, and are in a central location? 

“T feel like we have to find a mountain top where there 
isn’t anyone within 320 miles. And then everyone would 
gripe about having to drive so far.” 

Meanwhile, the struggle to cope with the current court 
complex keeps getting harder. 

Anyone who has tried to find his way to a courtroom in 
the complex knows what an architectural nightmare it 
is. 

“Every building here was built at a different time and 
tacked on to the rest. Just try to tell someone who’s 
never been here how to find Department Two,” said Jon 
D. Mikels, Superior Court coordinator. 

(Department Two, part of the Superior Court, is 
located upstairs in the Municipal Court building on Sixth 
Street. Two other Superior courtrooms.are in the 
southwest Superior Court branch and a third is in the new 
building containing the Juvenile Court. ) 

The newest municipal courtroom, administered by 
Judge Kenneth L. Kloepfer, is located in the first 
building constructed on the courthouse site in 1957. It was 
previously staffed by Commissioner Duane Thomas for 
family law matters. Thomas is now in the new building. 

‘‘We really had to squeeze to make chambers for Judge 
Kloepfer,”’ said Richard C. Garner, supervising Superior 
Court judge and chairman of the Superior Court’s space

‘“‘We had just built an employee lounge. We never had 
one, even though the law requires a lounge for female 
employees in case they get sick. But we had to convert it 
into chambers for Judge Kloepfer.”’ 

The ladies did get another lounge, next to the data 
processing room in the former law library, but that will 
be given up soon to make room for more data processing 
machines. 

One of the most serious crowding problems is in the of- 
fices of the Superior Court clerks. The criminal division, 
which consists of only two small rooms, was outgrown 
years ago. 

Older files (five years old or more) are stored in a 
downstairs storage area or in rented space in Montclair. 
If someone requests one of these files, retrieval is dif- 
ficult. 

The only place where the public is allowed to look at 
files is on a short counter. There is room for only two 
files to be spread open. 

Evidence gathered for criminal cases is kept in narrow 
nooks that used to be holding cells. Each year the lockers 
are cleared out and stored. 

“Our storage is fast becoming inadequate. It’s getting 
filled up,’ said branch supervisor Mezzanatto. 

Criminal filings in the Superior Court have tripied in 
the last 15 years. Civil filings have increased almost 
seven-fold, according to Mezzanatto. 

Judge Garner, who became a Municipal Court judge in 
Ontario in 1965, recalls trying Superior Court cases as a 
deputy district attorney at the Elks’ Club in Ontario 

‘“‘We were all happy when the first two Superior cour- 
trooms were built. We thought, ‘what great foresight for 
the future.’ But the building became obsolete as soon as 
it was built and was occupied immediately.” 

Since then, the court complex ‘‘grew like Topsy,” 
Garner said, 

‘‘T don’t have a jury deliberation room. That space was 
subdivided into court reporters’ offices. My juries have 
to find other rooms in other courts.” 

The West End’s steady growth has created the need for 
at least one additional Superior Court judge. If and when 
that judge is appointed, another courtroom will have to 
be found. 

The only available space is that currently occupied by 
the district attorney’s child support division, says coor- 


* dinator Mikels. 


“They're important to the courthouse’s function and I 
don’t know where they'll go, but we're going to need the 


space,”’ he said.

Parking was another reason expanding the current site 
was impractical, he added. 

“We would definitely have to burrow underground or 
build high-rise parking garages,” he said, adding that to 
do so would be extremely expensive 

Yet another problem is traffic congestion. The stretch 
of Mountain Avenue next to the court complex is the 
busiest street in Ontario and one of the busiest in San 
Bernardino County. according to city and county of- 
ficials 

‘The problem is the worst between 7: 30 and 8:30 in the 
morning and 4 to 5:30 in the afternoon, when people who 
work at the courthouse are coming to or leaving work,” 
said Bruce Smith, Ontario associate engineer 

The. problem is not traffic from the courthouse as 
much as people getting on and off the freeway, he added 

‘If the courthouse closes down it will have a very 
minimal effect (on the traffic). But the problem will get 
worse 

A proposal to widen Mountain Avenue from two to 
three lanes in each direction, and to widen Sixth Street 
from one to two lanes in each direction was abandoned

“Too much’’ was the massive 
draft of the ‘environmental impact 
report on the specific plan covering 
more than 18,000 acres in the Chino 
Hills. ‘‘Too soon’’ was a hearing on 
the report Tuesday in San Bernardi- 
no before the county Environmental 
Review Board just several days af- 
ter the document was distributed. 

Representatives of residents and 
land owners alike requested more 
time before giving testimony to the 


March 24 in the chambers of county 
supervisors, 175 W. Fifth St., San 
Bernardino. 

Several speakers said they had 
not received the technical appen- 
dices to the report. The detailed 
backup information adds another 
inch to the environmental impact 
report, itself two inches thick. 

Chet Davisson, Environmental 
Review Board officer, said more ap- 
pendices would be available for dis- 
tribution by Friday. 

Before it became clear that the 
board would hold another héaring 
after time to digest the report, Gil- 


Monday’s hearing was a “waste of 
time.”’ 

“T think we would rather, be a 
little more conversant before we 
start putting our foots in our 
mouths,’’ she said, later adding, 
“We feel we’re being rushed.’’ 

Davisson and members of the 
board assured the 40 people attend- 
ing the hearing there would be 
ample chance to give testimony on 
the report later, but continued with 
Tuesday’s hearing for those ready to 
speak.

There's a different kind of football thrilling thousands 
of West End residents.and their children. 

American Youth Soccer has only been around locally 
since about 1966 but it involves between 3,000 and 4,000 
children and their parents, according to soccer buffs 

There's plenty of room in soccer for just about any age 
level. There are divisions for kids in 2-year age groups 
spread out between 5 and 18 years old. 

Many soccer enthusiasts, however, prefer watching 
the youngest players, the 5 and 6-year-olds in ‘‘K Divi- 
sion. 

During the winter season, the youngsters can be seen 
at almost any park or school yard — chasing, blocking 
and kicking a ball that comes up nearly to their knees. 

The parents may think ‘‘K Division’’ is just a learning 
division with no pressures but the wee folk consider it se- 
rious business.

Their enthusiasm is contagious. Parents with children 
in the sport say it involves them more than any other 
youth sport they’ve tried.

The season is over for the ‘‘K Division’’ now — they 
never have any playoff games because their sport is 
strictly for fun — but they’ll be back and kicking before 
long. 





‘It’s not a man’s world to Joyce Price.

Former Congressman Jim Lloyd 
Still shuttles between California and 
Washington, but he works these 
days for his own business, not local 
constituents. 

Lloyd, with his wife, Jackie, is 
starting his own business as a con- 
sultant to companies on their 
relations with local, state and 
federal government. 

Since leaving office as represen- 
tative for the 35th Congressional 
District in January, Lloyd has been 
mentioned for possible appointment 
as administrator of the Federal 
Aviation Administration. 

He was never too optimistic about 
the chances of a Democrat being ap- 
pointed by a Republican administra- 
tion to the post, and so expressed no 
disappointment last week when it 
was announced that the position 
went to J. Lynn Helms, retired 
chairman and former president of 
Piper Aircraft Corp. 

Lloyd called Helms a “‘personal 
friend.’’ He has known since 
January that Helms’ name was also 
under consideration, 

“T didn’t really think the thing 
would get off the ground,” said 
Lloyd, who was a Navy pilot for 21 
years, of his prospects for the job. 

In an interview, Lloyd talked 
about his new business, recent 
national developments and his loss 
to Rep. David Dreier last 
November. 

As for his political future, Lloyd 
said he has been approached about 
running again, but is undecided for 
now. Using a phrase common in 
politics, he said, ‘I’m keeping my 
options open.” 


Lloyd, 58, said, “If you're asking 


would I ever run again if all the con- 
ditions were right, the answer is 
‘yes.’ If you’re asking would I run 
again, the answer is ‘no,’ not unless 
things fall into place.”’ 

Reapportionment and fund raising 
are two of the big uncertainties 
right now, he said. 

Lloyd said he will continue to split 
his time between Washington and 
his West Covina home as a coénsul- 
tant on government relations. The 
couple have not named the business 
yet, but Lloyd said it differs from 
the public relations and advertising 
firm they ran before he was first 
elected to Congress in 1974. 

Lloyd, who served as councilman 
and mayor in West Covina, said he 
attempts to bridge the gap in 
business’ understanding of govern- 
ment. Companies think in terms of 
profit and efficiency, he said. 

In government, ‘‘efficiency is not 
necessarily the name of the game,” 
he added, referring to the needs for 
his service. 

While in Congress, Lloyd served 
on the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee and devoted much of his 
attention to the nation’s defense 
posture. He said he would be 
‘‘delighted’’ to have such clients as 
General Dynamics and McDonnell 
Douglas, both major defense con- 


stractors, but not to work for them 


full-time. 

Asked about President Reagan’s 
economic package, Lloyd said, ‘‘In 
concept, it will be passed, but not 
some of its specifics.” 

Lloyd said Congress will probably 
pass tax cuts, but not the three- 
year, 30 percent cut in income taxes 
of the Kemp-Roth plan advocated by 
Reagan. Some kind of tax cuts will 
be passed because that is what the

“nation wants,”’ he added. 

Are Reagan’s economic plans 
good for the nation? 

“1 don’t know,” Lloyd said. 

However, he offered the analogy 
of a motorist who drives slower to 
increase mileage, make fewer stops 
and arrive sooner at. a destination. 

“If it works, everyone says, 
‘Hurray.’”’ If it does not, the United 
States will have problems, he said. 

Lloyd said he is unsure how much 
Reagan owes his election to a man- 
date for reducing government and 
how much he owes to voters’ reac- 
tion against the ‘‘Atlanta gang’’ of 
Jimmy Carter. 

He foresaw Reagan getting a 
“honeymoon’”’ of four to six months. 
Criticism of his policies has already 
started but has not seeped down to 
the public yet, Lloyd said. If the 
president does not have his 
programs under way by July or 
August, he could have to ‘‘fight for 
every ounce’’ of getting his policies 
passed, Lloyd said. 

The former congressman describ- 
ed U.S. military aid to El Salvador 
as being ‘“‘fraught with great 
danger.” 

Lloyd said he agrees with 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
that the United States finds the ‘‘ex- 
portation of terrorism unaccep- 
table.” 

Nations in Central America have 
a historic ‘‘distrust’’ and ‘‘dislike” 
for the United States, and military 
aid to El Salvador has foreign policy 
implications beyond that country’s 
borders, Llloyd said, that Haig may 
not have taken fully into account. 

He added that the situation has the 
“potential of another Vietnam,” but 
the United States ‘‘can do damn 
little’ ‘to change its policy direction 
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Lloyd now consultant, but may run again 


since it is committed to trying to 
stop the flow of Soviet-Cuban arms 
to insurgents. 

Offering another analogy, Lloyd 
said, ‘“‘You’re never just a little bit 
pregnant.” 

Lloyd said, ‘I’m not advocating 
anything,” adding, ‘“You know, one 
of the nice things is that I’m not re- 
quired to comment. Mr. Dreier is 
the one you have to ask.” 

Reflecting on his election defeat, 
Lloyd said, ‘‘Our biggest error was 
failing to respond to the lies that the 
Dreier camp put out.”’ 

He referred to Dreier brochures 
calling for the closure of the BKK 
toxic waste dump in West Covina 
and questioning a $5,000 personal 
loan Lloyd had received from the 
late owner, Ben Kazarian Sr., and 
repaid in 1978. 

Lloyd noted the Dreier campaign 
took its information from his dis- 
closure report and that he assumed 
voters would see the brochures as a 
political ploy. 

“People simply didn’t know,” 
Lloyd said. 

He added that he did not do a 
‘good job of communicating”’ 
differences between his record and 
that of the Carter administration. 

“‘My voice was drowned out in the 
midst of the hurricane.”’ 

Lloyd figured the BKK issue cost 
him roughly 5,000 votes. Carter’s 
early concession — which he said he 
hopes was ‘‘naivete”’ and not a ‘‘vin- 
dictive act against the West’’ — may 
have lost 4,000 or 5,000 more votes. 

Mike Noonan, the Peace and 
Freedom Party candidate, pulled 
close to 5,400 votes. Without Noonan 
in the race, Dreier would have at- 
tracted few of these voters, he said.

Jury convicts

A state prison inmate has been 
convicted of stabbing a fellow pris- 
oner at the California Institution for 
Men at Chino. 

A West Valley Superior Court jury 
deliberated two days before bring- 
ing a guilty verdict against Ricardo 
Necochea, 23. 

The jury was unable to reach a de- 
cision concerning Necochea’s co-de- 
fendant, Ralph Rodriguez, 38, voting 
10 to 2 for conviction. Judge Clifton 
L. Allen declared a mistrial in his 
case. 

The two prisoners were accused 
of assault with a deadly weapon in 
connection with the Sept. 9 stabbing 
of Ronald Escobedo, 33, in Palm 
Hall, the maximum security housing 
unit at CIM. 

Escobedo was stabbed about 47 
times with a prison-made metal 
shank, said Deputy District Attor- 
ney John Martin, who prosecuted 
the case. ‘‘He was stabbed literally 
from the top of his head down to his 
feet,’ said Martin. 

Martin argued to the jury that Ne- 
cochea was the stabber and Rodri- 
guez, who was standing a tier below, 
held the victim down. 


Investigators said Rodriguez was 
boosted up the higher level by stand- 
ing on the shoulders of inmate Er- 
nest Roybal. Roybal was originally 
charged in the assault but the charg- 
es were dismissed.

Rodriguez’ attorney, Mary E. 
Quinlan of Chino, said Rodriguez 
was only trying to get a better look 
at what was going on. 

The attack took place in the eve- 
ning as the two pairs of inmates, Ne- 
cochea and Escobedo and Roybal 
and Rodriguez, passed out supplies 
and food to fellow inmates, Martin 
said. He did not argue a motive for 
the attack, terming it a ‘‘random act 
of prison violence.” 

Martin said Escobedo would have 
died if prison authorities hadn't 
acted quickly in getting him to sur- 
gery at Chino Community Hospital. 

Fourteen inmates, including Es- 
cobedo, testified during the 10-day 
trial. Two guards said they saw Ne- 
cochea do the stabbing. 

“I argued to the jury that the 
stabbing had to happen as Escobedo 
said. Otherwise he would have had 
to stand in front of a cell and let 
someone stab him 47 times or he fell 
on the knife or it was the worst bot- 
ched case of suicide I ever saw.”’ 
Martin said. 

Necochea’s attorney, Anthony 
Falcone of Chino, said he will appeal 
the jury’s decision.

Mood of U.S. consumers 
turning dour anew

Here’s a quiz: If you notice that peopie’s hair is unusually 
long, clothes a little old and dirty, furniture run-down and 
automobile a little superannuated, you're probably: 1. On a 
college campus, 2. In a consumer recession. 

Answer: No. 2. You’re in a consumer slowdown. Right now 
— right on the heels of one that took place at this time last 
year. 

The signs are eerily clear: Consumers are in fragile finan- 
cial shape and their mood is turning dour. If they behave as 
they normally do, according to a study by Wall Street’s A. 
Gary Shilling and Associates, they will start spending less on 
new and used autos, furniture, cleaning and laundering, in 
barbershops and beauty parlors, on domestic services, 
stationery and in taxicabs. 

Those are the goods and services the Shilling firm lists as 

‘‘highly vulnerable” in a recession. 

Just a shade below that, in the ‘‘vulnerable’’ category, are 
kitchen appliances, china and tableware, personal care ar- 
ticles, wheel goods and durable toys, shoes, gasoline and oil, 
foreign travel, funeral charges, clubs, religious and welfare 
activities. 

On the other hand, according to the Shilling firm, there are 
some things ‘relatively invulnerable’ to recession: auto 
repair and rental, women’s and children’s clothes, food away- 
from- home, radio and TV receivers, medical care expen- 
ditures, airline travel and recreation expenditures. 

Of course, many business executives already know they're in 
a recession: The auto business is sputtering in a prolonged, 
history- making slump, appliances were down sharply last 
year and continue soft, furniture had a poor 1980 and expects 
another bummer, such housing - related industries and 
housewares have been wary for two years and gasoline con- 
sumption already has been shown to be relatively elastic — 
although not as elastic as we'd like it to be. 

Although the U.S. economy is evincing more buoyancy than 
it really should following four months of negative money 
growth and inordinately high interest rates, the statistics are 
finally pointing toward another consumer setback. 

Oh, it won’t be like the second quarter of 1980, when real 
(inflation - adjusted) economic growth plunged by a record 10 
percent, largely because the Carter administration clamped on 
ill-conceived and ineptly administered credit controls. 

But omens of ennui are ubiquitous: Real spendable ear- 
nings are down almost 5 percent from where they were last 
year at this time, real disposable personal income (purchasing 
power) also is down from last year. 

Consumer bankruptcies are up an astounding 82 percent 
from last year, but that’s only meaningful economically to 
lawyers who are getting rich as a result of the trend. It’s caus- 
ed by new laws which make it downright blissful to belly up 
(for the consumer and his lawyer, not the harried retailer or 
lender). 


But delinquencies on several different kinds of consumer 
loans, including mortgages, continue to worsen — and that is 
) meaningful economically. 


Consumer mood surveys reflect an emerging melancholia. 
§ The Conference Board January index was down more than 12 
~ points from January of 1980 (67.3 versus 79.1). 


The index hit its nadir during May of last year, at the depths 
of the recession, then bounced back. But recently it has been 
soft again.

CAP cadet wins first flight school scholarship

It won’t be long before 16-year-old Edmond Perry gets the shirt ripped off 
his back. 

The Claremont youth, a Civil Air Patrol cadet, is the first recipient of the 
Upland 25th Squadron’s Dewey M. Cable Memorial Flight Scholarship. 

He met his flight instructor this week and begins formal flight instruction 
next week, preparing him for his first solo. 

“‘T’ve been working for this since the sixth grade,”’ Perry said. ‘‘In the six- 
th grade I picked up a book and it had a picture of an airplane in it. That was 
when I started watching flights at Air Force bases.” 

When a pilot solos for the first time his shirt is traditionally ‘ripped off 
his back’’ — his shirt tails are cut off and signed by him and his instructor, 
according to Lt. Paul Deutsch, 25th Squadron commander. 

But he said that’s not what a pilot remembers most about being left alone 
in the cockpit. ‘‘It’s total terror, indelibly impressed.... You never forget it; 
I soloed April 20, 1940.”’ 

‘Every two months we're going to select a cadet out of our squadron and 
give him a scholarship to solo,’’ Deutsch said. 

He said the local CAP unit is seeking donations from local service clubs to 
help fund the scholarship. The cost for flight instruction falls between $400 
and $500 per cadet, he said 

Perry said he’s already gone through ground school and taken a series of 
CAP tests qualifying him for the scholarship. Being in the CAP has also 
given him lots of opportunities to be near aircraft. 

“I’ve had a lot of experience in airplanes. I’ve got a lot of friends who are 
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pilots and have been teaching me stuff,’’ he said. Perry said he’s flown 
before, but only with a qualified pilot guiding him. 

He said he’s been a member of the CAP for three years. ‘‘I heard about it 
from a pilot in the Navy. I wanted to learn how to fly and was interested in 
the Air Force.”’ 

“The thing that has attracted most of these cadets,’’ Deutsch said. 
“These cadets are all hooked on flying.’’ 

He said senior CAP members give the cadets flying lessons and take them 
on orientation flights in conjunction with the Air Force and Air National 
Guard but ‘‘We thought we'd do something more.” 

“It’s a long, drawn-out proccess (teaching flying); our instructors all 
have regular jobs and it could take two or three years for a cadet to get a 
license,’’ Deutsch said. 

He said ‘‘Project Solo’’ was initiated to speed up the proccess by offering 
scholarships for the final phase of flight instruction. 

Cadets, he said, will receive flight instruction at CabledAir flight school at 
Cable Airport in Upland . 


Deutsch noted the squadron headquarters is at Cable and the new 
scholarship is named for the founder of the airport. “It honors the memory 
of the first commander of the Civil Air Patrol in this area.” 


The CAP is an Air Force auxiliary with a three-part mission, he said. The 
first mission is search and rescue. ‘‘If you're lost in almost anything, the 
Civil Air Patrol’s the one who’s going to come looking for you,”’ he said 

The second mission is to help in aerospace education and the third is to 
train cadets
